From Cargoes 
Discovered. 


llrltlsh 
coal cargo ships from 
New- 
castle, i unsigned by James and Alex 
ander Hrown, have been systematically 
robbed during the discharge or the coal 
at Honolulu for the past 
ear, and an 
Investigation 
has been 
under 
way for 
some 
time to feiret 
out 
tho methods 
emploj ed by those suspected of being 
at the bottom of the sleal . 
The figures 
of the welghed-l- 
n 
coal as obtained from 
the 
Newcastle 
scales and 
those 
ob- 
tained on the Honolulu scales have In 
nraiij 
cases shown such startling 
dis- 
crepancies 
that 
the 
mattei 
was 
put 
into the hands of competent men and 
every ship discharging 
coal 
has been 
under 
the surveillance 
of 
detectives 
The 
lompuilson 
of the scale weights 
Indicates that some of the vessels have 
been lobbed of ns much 
ns fifty tons, 
inlculated 
weights, 
the 
figures 
rang- 
ing down 
to live 
tons.

Hint this coal so stolen has been hawk- 
ed about the city and sold In gunny- -
